Saving Traffic Cops | 
N THE classic city of Cambridge, Mass., the other night a| 
sergeant of police was driving a police car. The weather | 
was inclement and at a busy corner where the glare of lights | 
almost blinded the genial sergeant he very nearly ran down 
one of his own traffic policemen on point duty. 

We can only speculate on the traffic cop’s feelings when | 
he found that the guilty driver was his own sergeant, thereby 
depriving him the right and proper relief to his feelings 
that he could have gained had the offender been a citizen.

other solucions found. One of these 
is the addition of lines which prom- 
ise an increase in profit. | 
All this week dealers from all over 
the country have had this matter | 
of additional lines under very care- 
ful consideration. A large number 
of successful passenger car dealers 
are turning to truck lines asa 
source of additional revenue. It is 
pointed out that today with pneu- 
matic-tired, six cylinder, high speed 
types ot trucks available a! 
great many businesses are able to 
utilize these new transportation 
units to advantage in widening the 
scope of their territories. 
Wide-awake passenger car dealers 
are taking advantage of this fact to 


a greatly increasing degree, and all 
of the truck manufacturers exhibit- 
ing report an active interest along 
these lines. During the past year, 
for instance, the Stewart Truck 
Company has increased its business 
more than 50 per cent. over the 
year before. A large part of this 
increase has been due to the deal- 
ers taken on from the ranks of the 
passenger car trade. 

With the productive ability of 
the industry capable of turning 
out in excess of 7,000,000 cars 
annually and with the buying ca- 
pacity of the country several mil- 
lion under that mark, it is evident 
that this is going to be a year of 





export development. The inter- 
national flavor of the show yes- 
terday, which was International 
Day, had a great deal more signi- 
ficance than merely being a visit 
from the 163 delegates from 40 
different countries. It is quite 
evident that manufacturers who 
are volume producers need sales 
outlets in foreign countries al- 
most as badly as they need them 
here. During 1929 it is freely pre- 
dicted that we will export 1,000,000

The Stromberg 
Motor Devices Company is featuring 
a drive on dealers to sell new car- 
buretors to drivers of old cars. This 
company is showing the new vis-a- 
gas Syringe carburetor which pro- 
vides a charge of fuel when the 
pedal is depressed quickly for ac- 
celeration. 

In the shop equipment section 
there is a wealth of new material. 
With the marked tendency for the 
independent shops to compete with 
the flat rate prices on repair work 
there is a tremendous demand for 
tools of a universal nature that can 
be set up for any job. There are 
valve reseaters, for instance, that 
are adapted for drill press, electric 
or speed wrench operation and put 
up in sets that will service any 
make of car, truck or tractor.
